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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5-7, 13, 23 allowed, subject to an examiner's amendment described below. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 

1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given by Peter J. Rashid on 
September 17, 2008. 

4. THE APPLICATION HAS BEEN AMENDED AS DETAILED IN THE ATTACHED 
CLAIMS. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The closest prior art the examiner has been able to locate is Feldman (US Patent 
Application Pub. No. US 2003/0195831 A1). Feldman teaches identifying gaps in an initial 
resampled efficient frontier and filling the gaps by adding portfolios that are linear combinations 
of portfolios already on the resampled efficient frontier (see paragraph 56). However, Feldman 
does not teach identifying, with a visualization tool, a gap of an efficient frontier representing at 
least a three-dimensional performance space, and generating supplemental solutions to the 
efficient frontier using a Target Objectives Genetic Algorithm (TOGA) to create a second 
efficient frontier which is used in investment decisions. 
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7. The following is a formal statement for reasons for allowance: 

8. Claims 1 and 23 are allowed because the best prior art of record, Feldman, alone or in 
combination, neither discloses nor fairly suggests the limitations, in a method and associated 
storage medium with instructions encoded thereon, for efficient frontier supplementation in 
multi-objective portfolio analysis, comprising: generating an initial population of feasible 
solutions of portfolio allocations in a computing device; generating a non-dominated solution set 
comprising a first efficient frontier in a portfolio performance space having at least three- 
dimensions using one of an evolutionary algorithm and optimization processing by using the 
computing device; identifying at least one region having a gap in the at least three-dimensions 
of the first efficient frontier using a visualization tool; interactively placing at least one target in 
the at least one region of the first efficient frontier using the visualization tool; and providing the 
initial population of feasible solutions to a Target Objectives Genetic Algorithm (TOGA); and 
performing TOGA processing in the at least one region of the first efficient frontier to generate 
supplemental solutions to the first efficient frontier and to create a second efficient frontier, the 
second efficient frontier being used in investment decisions. 

9. Claims 5-7, 13, are also allowable by virtue of their dependence on allowed independent 
claim 1.
